GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and the American Nazi Party. 

This letter urges people in that industry not to do business with 
them because of their a ffiliation with ROCKWELL and the American 
Nazi Party. J|advised that the letter was given to him 
by an un-named friend. He was thanked for the information.

'lie doesn't nLlo>r any rough youngsters Into his meetings. *1 try to get them 
fro* the fife and drum corps,* said Lagoulls. Ke also salt- in passing, that the 
kids who attend parochial school are better disciplined than the kids in public 
schools. I think that the bulk of the Youth League's Membership is coming from 
one of the local Catholic sciools. 


"Lagoulia revealed the following about the character of the meetings. Talks 
on McCarthy's ideas and ideals are presented along with some discussion concerning 
some. But basically, the meetings serve as a place where literature can he dis¬ 
tributed to the kids, who are instructed to redistribute it to their parents, teachers 
and storekeepert, etc. ‘aid Lagoulia, 'the kids report hack, telling to whom and 
how much of the literature they have diatributed.* He says that he is getting some 
response to this literature...people celling him, and some discussion of the topias 
in school." 

I has been trying to get himself invited to one of the youth meetings, but so 
far has failed to get an invitation. However. Lagoulia said that be wa* going to 
have a "parents night” sometime in the fottire. 


Our informant is of the opinion that Laroulie rrerf to rr.joy hcvirtj; young boys 
around him. He has the impression that l.agoulic' ego is booyed by the ease with 
which he can manipulate their thoughts.

Lagoulia toldf | that he has had sone eoaplainta regarding his activities in forning the 
Joe McCarthy Youth League. While he didn't say who had done the conpllining, he did say that 
he had been "forced" to return 17 one dollar nenbersbip fees to youngsters between the ages 
of 16 and 18. He has now United the Youth League to the ages of 18 to 21. Lagoulis 
explained that he was still interested in the 18 to 21 age group because‘this group does not 
cone under the jurisdiction of the juvenile authorities. 1 ■'* - 


Mote: The above would indicate that the police departaent juvenile officers have seen 
Lagoulia and nay be the source which forced bin to return the ueuberehip fees he has collect* 
froa those under the age of 18. ' * 

The following is taken frou the report of conversation with Lagoulis* 


"We got to talking about race. 1 told hiu that t read the 'Truth Seeker* regularly and 
believed in what it professed. He said he was not fauiliar with it but’would like to see a 
copy. I brought January's issue in fron ny car. He sesaed quite pleased that it was anti- 
Senitic and anti-Negro, but he showed disdain when he found that it was also anti-Catholic. 

I suggested that he carry the ’Truth Seeker* in his store but he said that it was too 
controversial -- at least for the present. He nsde this rather open statement in the course 
of the conversation, *...I don’t believe in equality for anybody, but that’s ay personal 
opinion.’ I find that he is dropping his gusrd nore sn^aore in our conversations. 

"He is getting sone publications in fron a publisher called the Csasds Intelligence 
Service. He asid that he can use soae of the things they publish and aoae he cannot use. 


"X cheeked the shelves thoroughly and ’Coubst* or ’Action’ were no where to be found. 
Since he had Just said that he was soon going to carry the pocketbook version of ’Mein 
Knopf’ and we had Just finished talking about the ’Truth Seeker* I felt it was safe to 
bring up the subject of 'Action* and ’CoMbat’. 1 asked bin if he ever intended on carrying 
anything written by Mosley and he said no. I told hin that X had picked up a copy of 
’Combat’ and a copy of ’Action* in New York soae tiue back." 

I [ **c st the Joe McCarthy Boo k store again on January 26 fron 2 to 3 p.M. Lagoulis was 

present, and during the hour that | | was in the store, Lagoulis received three telephone 

b7C cells, all of then concerned with the hiring of a hell for s nesting of his Youth Lesgue. 

In his first cell be urged soneone not to speuk to the asnsger, but rether to the landlord. 
The second call revealed that the caller had spoken to the landlord and had nade sone sort 
of an arrangement, because Lagoulis said he would write a check and he suggested that the 
landlord come by the store and pick it up. ^ r , __ ^ -- //

Lsgoulis is definitely still in contact with youngsters under 18 years of age. He is 
using at least three of then to trav el arou nd the city on their bicycles handing ont 
printed nntter from the book store. | has observed these three boys and he feels sure 

they are under 18 years of age. 


Lsgoulis has discussed the necessity of having a duplicating machine in the store.

Lagoulir then confided that he is going to follow the pattern of The John Clrch Society 
by setting up 8-meaber groups who would conduct secret meetings in homes. He said that 
thie way he would have better control and there would be less complaint a. He is still 
hot on the subject of getting hold of Lithuanian refugees who have suffered at the hands 
of the Soviets. He wants these people to talk at the secret meetings.

Lagoulis has a book list from McFadden-Barttei publishing Company. One of the books he 
checked off to get is titled 'Anti-Semite and Jew** 


The Jerry williams essay contest will start in late May or early June so that the college 
students can also participate* Lagoulis wants publicity, he said that he hopes Williams 
biotas his top over the matter* The winner of the contest will get 50 to 100 dollars for 
revealing Williams* real name* 

Lagoulis told me that it would be terrific if he could start another book store in the 
North End of Boston* He would appeal to the local Italian population by calling it the 
Benito Mussilini Book store* He then said that he would prefer to call it by another 
name, one that could be better identified with America, perhaps an Italian-American right- 
wing enthusiast would lend his name to this venture# It is still in the thought stage, 
but he seemed very interested, in the idea* 

Hr is absolutely confident of the support of the Lithuanians in South Boston. Much of 
the interest value of his meetings seems to rest on their speeches relating their 
persecution by the Russians* He seems to prey mostly on the less educated, poorer elements 
of the refugee community# in my opinion any breakdown in the support given by these 
people would considerably curtail Lagoujlis* immediate efforts* 

He had one customer while I was there* A well dressed man who stayed for about two 
minutes, looking around., but not buying anything. 
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[ also advised that Lagoulis is thinking of taking in a stock of religious goods 
because of the large CatMic population in the area* He is going to start with 
religious cards and then expand his stock* 

On February 9] |was in the book store for almost an hour. His report covering this 

period follows* 


"About the Youth League;* 

Lagoulis said that the Youth League membership now stands at over 100* Each 
chapter now numbers ten people instead of the original eight* Several meetings 
have been held and Lagoulis is very pleased with the results. Lagoulis says 
*the refugees are of more value as speakers than J. Edgar Hoover, if he would 
come. 7 He went on to say 'you would be surprised at the people who are willing 
to come to closed meetings (as opposed to meetings involving the complete 
membership)* business people for instance. 1 


Lagoulis said that he is thinking of starting two or three chapters in the Worcester 
area. 

Lagoulis said that he is going to start a •Committee to Invade Cuba.* He is going to 
• push it hard* in Boston. He has the resources available to get any printing done that 
may be necessary in relation to this project. He said that the Committee will get the 
book store good publicity* 

Lagoulis says that Father Coughlin is 'retiring 1 within the next year and that f his 
book will be available soon. Lagoulis wants to sell the book.
